TEVAHA Tribe in the Sub-District of Beersheba hail been found to be in a 
disturbed state, and that from the conduct of the inhabitants of such areas it. 
was expedient to increase the number of Police, 


AND WHEREAS it was stated that the Proclamation should remain in 
force for six months, 


NOW, it is hereby ordered that the said Proclamation shall cease to be 
in force as from the 1st of March, 1924.
